No man could come unto him, because he 
was morally incapable, independent of su- 
pernatural agency ; and this incapacity con- 
sists in the want of a will. Hence he can- 
not—hence he will mot; till the Father 
draws him, and makes him willing in the 
day of hispower. When ‘God gives him 
the power both to will and to do of his own 
good pleasure,’ then he comes, because he 
has the moral capacity soto do, Now, my 
hearers, let no one dare to suppose, that 
this want of capacity, isa proper ground 
wherecn to predicate an excuse for the non- 
performance of duty ; for this incapacity is 
of a moral nature, and therefore so far from 
constituting a ground for excuse, it is the 
very ground whereon the delinquent is con- 
demned. ‘Lo make this idea familiar to the 
most humble canacity, suffer us to ilus- 
trate it by one very plain simile. We will, 
for example, say, you have two servants ; 
you order both of them to perforin certain 
acts. Ata proper time, you tnguire of the 
first, whether he has done as you com- 
manded him?

The resolution offered by Mr. Ma 
con, proposing to diminish the patronage 
of the Executive of the United States, was 
agreed to, without debate. A large por- 
tlon of the day was passed, with closed 
doors, in the consideration of Executive 
business.

Mr. Hemphill, of Pennsylva- 
nia, reported a bill to authorize a survey of 
a route for a Canal across the Peninsula oi 
Florida. A great number of resolutions 
were introduced: amoung the most impor- 
tant of which were two offered by Mr. ‘Vali- 
aferro, one propesing a change in two of the 
Committees of the House, and the other 


y. Aresolution was laid on thetable, by Mr.

Mr. Cassedy, relative to liens and judg- 
ments; one by Mr. Scott, of Missouri, rela- 
tive to the powers of Indian Agents to lo- 
cate traders. Mr. White, of Florida, laid 
a resolution on the table calling for informa- 
tion trom the Secretary of War, in relation 
to the surveys of Pensacola Bay.

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TRAVELS IN EUROPE, 


Mr. Carter’s thirty-first letter, dated Mansfield, 
Eng. August 30, 1825, mentions his arrival 
at Nottingham, and contains the following 
account of his visit to the tomb of Lord 


Byron, near that place. 


At 3 o’clock in the afternoon, we took a 
postchaise and set out for Hucknall, the 
tombs of the Byrons. It was a dark and 
gloomy day, cloud after cloud rising in ra- 
pid succession from the southwest, and the 
rain at iotervals pouring in torrenis. Our 
ride wes by across road, and much the 
worst we have seen since landing. It is the 
one over which Byron’s remains were car- 
ried, and from appearances, a carriage has 
not been that way since. In some places, 
the grass was green along the pathway ; and 
#uathers, the sand was washed into deep

We did not arrive till about 5 o’clock. 
Hucknall is an humble, lonely little village, 
upon a sandy plain, in the midst of Sher- 
wood Forest, out of the way of every body 
and every thing. The sight of a carriage 
is so unusual, that all the villagers muster- 
ed en masse to look at our postchaise. 
‘Chere was a throng of a hundred around 
it, in ten minutes after our arrival. In dress 
and manners, they have the appearance of 
primitive simplicity, with some degree of 
poverty. The houses are mean; the inn 
smail and incommodious ; and even the 
church is of the humblest kind, being low 
roofed, with a little Gethic tower at the end, 
but without one interesting feature, cicher 
externally or internally, exeep2 the ceme- 
tery of the Byron family. 

After much inguiry and search, the clerk 
was found, who conducted us to the church. 
Tt would be difficult to describe preciseiy 
my feelings, as he unlocked the only door, 
and pointing to a gray stone just on the 
right of the entranee, coolly remarked, 
‘Byron rests there.” Each of us stood 
gazing in silence; dnd not a word was ut- 
tered, till the guide voluntarily commenced 
a circumstantial detail of the funeral rites, 
informing us how many carriages were in 
the procession, and what crowds were at 
the burial. ‘Lhe vault was sealed, and 
could not, of course, be entered. Eight or 
ten persons, Comprising most of the family, 
repose in it. Byron’s coffin was placed near 
his mother’s. On a plate upon its lid, is 
the following inscription :—* George Gor- 
don Noel Byron, Lord Byron, of Rochdaie, 
born in London, January 22, 1788 ; died at 
Missotenghi, in Western Greece, April 19th, 
1824.” Atthe headof the coftin stands the 
urn, containing his heart and brains, (a hor- 
rible idea,) with a statement of the fact en- 
graven upon it. 

A monument to his memory has lately 
been erected by his sister. Mr. Hobhouse, 
his friend, superintended the work, and 
has been several times at the tomb. It is 
a plain, white marble slab, of smail dimen- 
sious, placed againstthe wall ot the church, 
upon a black ground. There is nothing of 
elegance about it—scarcely neatness, tie 
upper part of the stone being of a ferrugin- 
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ous Colour, which was stained before it was 
wrought. It was made at Nottingham. 


‘The inscription is as tellows:—‘*In the 
vault beneatl., where mony of his ancestors, 
and his mother are buried, le the remains 
of George Gordon Noe! Kyron, Lord Byron, 
of Rechdale, in the county of Lancaster, 
the author o: Childe Harolde’s Pilgrimage. 
He was born jn London on the 22d January, 
1788—he died at Missolonghi, in Western 
Greece, on the 19th of April, 1824, engaged 
in the giorious attemp* to restore that coun- 
try to her ancient ticedom and renown. 
His sister, the Honourable Augusta Mary 
Leigh, placed this tabiet to his memory. 
On the right of thé monument are the 
Byron Arms, with the motto, ‘“ Crede 
Syron ;” and on the wall opposite, there 1s 


a tablet to the memory of bis mother, who]$ 


died a few years before him. Near by isa 
handsome marble, with a long inscription, 
to the memory of one of his ancestors. The 
whole corner of tue churci) is eppropriated 
to the family. We lingered aif an hour

ble poet have consecrated, giving ourselves

time ‘to call to mind the principal events, 
which were crowded into the narrow period 
of his existence. Many an admirer of his 
genius has already performed a pilgrimage 
to his tomb, visiting a village which has 
otherwise not a singie attraction. 

The inhabitants of Hucknall spoke of 
him in terms of respect and affectionate re- 
membrance. He was generally known, and 
although haughty towards his equals, he 
Lmanifested kindly feelings towards his in- 
feriors and domestics, possessing a popular 
turn. Several of the peasantry spoke of the 
festival, which he gave to them when he 
became of age. An ox was roasted whole, 
and all were invited to participate in the 
carnival. Some of the villagers have col- 
lected all the inscriptions on his coffin, his 
urn, and the tablet, as also the account of 
his#uneral published at the time ; and one 
of:thern gave to my friewd a small bit of 
red velvet, which was accidently torn from 
the pall at the interment. Among the bogs, 
forming the village group, was a son of 
Fletcher, Byron’s favourite servant, who 
figures so largely in his private correspond- 
ence. I found, on inquiry of the lad, that 
his father is in Londou making macaroni, 
instead of holding that important station 
among the tenantry gibout Newstead to 
which his late master used facetiously to 
threaten to elevate him. 

We had now lingered about the tomb of 
the noble poet for more than an hour, in 
observing objects the most trifling, and in- 
quiring into circumstances the most minute, 
‘The unusual darkness of the day, deepen- 
ed by the approach of evening, admonished 
us, that it was time to depart; and casting 
many a farewell look behind, till the little 
church was lost in the mist, we hastened 
our ride as much as the narrow, wet and 
rough road would permit. The rain con- 
tinued till dark, and in some places torrents 
descended along our path. At the distance 
of three or four miles from Hucknall, and 
after passing through several gates and 
fields, we arrived at Newstead Abbey, the 
late residence of Lord Byron, but at present 
belonging to Col. Wildinaa, who purchased 
it for the enormous sum of £90,000, and 
has expended a great deal of moncy in fit- 
ting it up. There is nothing remarkably 
striking in the grounds, which area re- 
claimed portion of Sherwood Forest. “ihe 
soil is thin and meagre. For any useful 
purposes, and merely from the intrinsic 
value, the above price would be extrava- 
gant ; but the genius of the late proprie- 
tor imparted an interest to the place, which 
has greatly enbanced its value to persons of 
taste. Byron expended much time and 
money in planting trees, erecting buildings, 
constructing lakes, building boats, and add- 
ing other embellishments to the grounds. 
Every reader will recollect, how much he 
was attached to the seat of his ancestors, 
and how unwilling he was to part with it, 





A PHILOSOPHICAL INQUIRY 


Into the origin of our ideas of the sudlime 
and beautiful. By Edmund Burke. 


OF TRE PASSION CAUSED BY THE SUBLIME. 


The passion caused by the great and sub- 
lime in nature, when those causes operate 
most powerfully, is astonishment ; and as- 
Which"aePs.is_ that state of the soul, in 
some degree of horror. In thrstede ith 
mind is so entirely filled with its object, 
that it cannot entertain any other, nor, by 
consequence, reason on that object which 
employs it. Hence arises the great power 
of the sublime, that, far from being pro- 
duced by them, it anticipates our reason- 
ings, and hurries us on by an irresistible 
force. Astonishment, as I have said, is the 
effect of the sublime in its highest degree ; 
the inferior effects are admuration, reve- 
rence, and respect. 

SENKON, 


No passion so effectually robs the mind 
of #ii its powers of acting and reasoning as 
fear; for fear being an apprehension of 
pain or death, it operates in a manner that 
resembles actual pain. Whatever, there- 
fore, is terrible, with regard to sight, is sub- 
hme too, whether this cause of terror be 
endued with greatness of dimensions or 
not ; for it is impossible to look on any thing 
as trifling or contemptible that may be dan- 
gerous. here are many animals, whe, 
though far from being large, are yet capa- 
ble of raising ideas of the sublime, because 
they are considered as objects of terror ; 
as serpents and pvisonous animals of al- 
most all kinds. And to things of great di- 
mensions, if we annex an adventitious idea 
of terror, they become without comparison 
greater. <A level plain of a vast extent on 
land, is certainly no mean idea; the pros- 
pect of such a plain may be as extensive 
as a prospect of the ocean: but can it ever 
fill the mind with any thing so great as the 
ocean itself? This is owing to several 


this, that this ocean is an object of no small | 
terror. Indeed terror is, in ali cases what- 
soever, either more openly or latently the 
ruling principle of the sublime. Several 
languages bear a strong testimony to the 
affinity of these ideas. hey trequently 
use the same worl to signify indifferently 
the modes of astonishment or admiration, 
and those of terrer, Oap6es is, in Greek, 
either fear or wonder: ses is terrible 
or respectable ; adc, to reverence or to 
fear. Vereorisin Latin what adwis in 
Greek. ‘The Romans used the verb stufeo, 
aterm which strongly marks the state of 
an astonished mind, to express the effect 
either of simple fear or of astonishment : 
the word aftonitus (thunderstruck) is equal- 
ly expressive of the alliance of these ideas ; 
and do not the French é¢fomnement, and the 
English astonishment and amazement, point

the passions of men, and principally upon 
the passion of fear, keep their chief as 
much as may be from the publiceye. The 
policy has been the same in many cases of 
religion. Almost all the heathen temples 
were dark. Even in the barbarous tem- 
ples of the Americans at this day, they 
keep their idol in a dark part of the hut 
which is consecrated to his worship. For 
this purpose too the Druids performed all 
their ceremonies in the bosom of the dark- 
est woods, and in the shade of the oldest 
and most spreading oaks. Noperson seems 
better to have understood the secret of 
heightening, or of setting terrible things, if 
I may use the expression, in the strongest 
light, by the force of a judicious obscyrity, 
than Milton. His description of death, in 
the second book, is admirably studied : it 
is astonishing with what a gloomy pomp, 
with what a significant and expressive un- 
certainty of strokes and colouring, he has 
finished the portrait of the king of terrors: 
‘The other shape, 
If shape it might be call’d, that shape had 
none 
Distinguishable in member, joint, or limb ; 
Or substance might be calld, that shadow 
seem’d, ‘ 
For each seem’d cither; black he stood as 
night, 
Fierce as ten furies, terrible as hell, 
And shook a deadly dart: what seem’d his 
head 
The likeness of a kingly crawn had on.” 
n this description all is dark, uncertain, 
confused, terrible, anc sublime to the last 
degree. 


OF THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN CLEARNESS AND 
OBSCURITY WITH REGARD TU THE PASSIONS, 


It is one thing to make an idea clear, and 
another to make it affecting to the imagina- 
tion. If I make a drawing of a palace, or 
a temple, or a landscape, [ present a very 
clear idea of those objects; but then,: (al- 
iowing for the effect of imitation, which is 
something,) my picture can at most affect 
only as the palace, temple, or landscape, 
would have affected in the reality. On the 
other hand, the most lively and spirited 
verbal description I can give, raises a very 
obseure and imperfect dea of such objects ; 
but then it isin my power to raise a stronger 
emotion by the description, than I could do 
by the best painting. ‘his, experience 
constantly evinces. ‘Che proper manner of 
conveying the @ffections of the mind from 
one toanother, is by words: there is a great 
insufficiency in a other methods of com- 
munication; and so far isa clearness of 
imagery from being absolutely necessary to 
an influence upon the passions, that they 
may be considerably operated upon, without 
presenting any image at all, by certain 
sounds adapted to that purpose, of which 
we have a sufficient proof in the acknow- 
icdged and powerful effects of instrumental 
music. In reality, a gveat clearness helps 
but little towards affecting the passions, as 
it is in some sort an encmy toall enthusiasms 
whatsoever. 

There are two verses in Horace’s Art of 
Poetry that seem to contradict this opinion, 
for which reason I shall take a little more 
pains in clearing itup. ‘The verses are: 


Segnius irritant animos demissa pe? aures, 
Quam que sunt oculis subie-*4 fidelibus. 
On this the Abbe dv 2S founds a criticism 
wevtwin we stee. painting the preference tu 
poetry, in the article of moving the pas- 
sions ; principally on account of the greater 
clearness of the ideas it represents. I be- 
lieve this excellent fudge was led into this 
mistake (if it be a mistake,) by his system, 


I imagine it will be found by experience. | 
know several who admire and love paint- 
ing, and yet who regard the objects of their 
admiration in that art with coolness enough, 
in comparison of that warmth with which 
they are animated by affecting pieces of 
poetry or rhetoric. Among the common 
sort of people, I never could perceive that 
painting had much influence on their pas- 
sions. It is true that the best sorts of paint- 
ing, as well as the best sorts of poetry, are 
not much understood in that sphere: but it 
is most certain that their passions are very 
strongly roused by a tanatic preacher, or 
by the ballads of Chevy-chase, or the Chil- 
dren in the Wood, and by other little popu- 
lar poems and tales that are current in that 
rank of life. Ido not Know of any paint- 
ings, bad or goed, that produce the same 
effect: so that poetry, with all its obscurity, 
has a more general, as well as a more pow- | 
erful, dominion over the passtons than the

fear came ufion me and trembling, which 
made all my bhonesto shake. Then a spirit 
jrassed before my face. The hair of my flesh 
stoodupfi. It stood still, but I could not dis- 
cern the form thereof; an image was before 
mine eyes ; there was silence ; and I heard « 
voice, Shall mortal man be more just than 
God! We are first prepared with the ut- 
most solemnity for the vision; we are first 
terrified before we aie let even into the ob- 
scure cause of our emotion; but when this 
grand cause cf terror makes its appearance, 
what is it? is it not wrapt up in the shades 
of its own incomprehensible darkness, more 
awful, more striking, more terrible than the 
liveliest description, than the clearest paint- 
ing, could possibly represent it? When 
painters have attempted to give us clear 
representations of these very fanciful and 
terrible ideas, they have, I think, almost 
always failed ; insomuch that I have been 
at a loss, in all the pictures I have seen 
of hell, whether the painter did not intend 
something Indicrous, Several painters have 
handled a subject of this kind with a view 
of assembling as many horrid phantoms as 
their imaginations could suggest; but all 
the designs I have chanced to meet of the 
temptations of St. Anthony, were rather a 
sort of odd, wild grotesques, than any thing 
capable of producing a serious passion. In 
all these subjects poetry is very happy. In 
app: ritions, its chimeras, its harpies, its al- 
legorical figures, are grand and affecting ; 
and though Virgil’s Fame and Homer’s 
Discord are obscure, they are magnificent 
figures. These figures in painting would be 
clear enough, but I fear they might become 
ridiculous.
